DISTRESSING ACCIDENT. 

Scott Farley Killed While Oiling a Shaft 
at Pearce Bros.' Floor Mill. 

A distressing accident occurred this 
morning, about half-past ten o'clock, at 
Pearce Bros.' flour mills, which resulted 
in the instant death of Scott Farley, 
of the employes. 

The mill, after a stoppage of several 
days, started up this morning, and as it 
was necessary to oil soma of the shafting 
on the third floor, Mr. Farley was en- 
trusted with that daty, and while so en- 
gaged met his death. He was in the act 
of ailing a shaft that run one of the con 
veyers, and by some means a part of his 
clothing caught in the boxing on one of 
the posts,and before he could free himself 
or assistance could be given him ke was 
carried over the shaft and thrown with 
violence against the sloping roof break- 
ing hiB neck.

Complicated Condition of the Wlnnebagu

Washing-tow, April 8,— N. H. Egnleston, 
of Um forestry tnireau of the department ol 
agriculture, answers Um question which hat 
neeently been raised in many j taper* "Who 
invented Arbor day!" Speaking of the ori- 
son of the custom, he said: 

"For the sngKeation of an annual tree- 
planting day we are indebted to ex-Oov. J. 
Hserling Morton, of Nebraska. Feeling at 
•he early settlers in the prairie states ONM 
not but feel, the lack of trees for fuel, lumlxsi 
and shade, as well as to protect them from 
the blizzards of winter and the scarcely lea* 
«DOomfurtable hot winds of summer, they 
v almost conijiellwl, as one of their first
